DCC: MAJOR 
WEB PLANS 

Broadband programme announced

SELECTED areas near Axminster 
and Honiton are part of “a major” 
satellite broadband programme, 
Devon County Council (DCC) has 
announced. 

Formally known as the Rural 
Connection, the £1 million programme will 
boost internet services in areas with very 
slow speeds or no broadband at all - so- 
called not-spots. 

It will run alongside the wider 
Connecting Devon and Somerset 
programme, which aims to deliver 
superfast broadband to at least 85 per cent 
of homes and businesses. 

A Rural Connection information meeting 
has already been staged in Dunkeswell, 
and another will be held in the Axminster 
area on a date to be announced. 

The programme caters for households as 
well as businesses, but it is on a first-come 
first-served basis — and total capacity is 
limited to about 1,050 installations. 

Devon and Somerset county councils 
made a joint bid for EU funding earlier this 
year, which is matched by the private 
sector. 


DCC’s cabinet member for economy, 
enterprise and employment, councillor 
Will Mumford, said: “This is about 
ensuring that our businesses can compete 
on a level playing field, reducing the 
isolation of residents in remote areas and 
improving their access to services.” 

Parts of the rural hinterlands of 
Axminster, Honiton, South Molton, 
Tiverton, Cullompton along with Wheddon 
Cross on Exmoor are covered by the 
programme. 

The package includes free installation of 
satellite broadband which — in tech speak 
— offers speeds of up to 10 Mbps. 

The DCC statement didn’t list the 
hinterlands covered, but residents and 
businesses can find out more and check if 
they are eligible by calling 0844 8740602. 

It is understood that Shute and 
Dunkeswell are two of the locations 
included. 

Eligibility can also be checked by using 
the postcode search facility online at 
www.toowaydirect.com/regional- 
offers/devon-somerset-rural-connection/. 

Tooway Direct has been chosen to deliver 
the programme, and information will be 
available online at www.toowaydirect.com.

A CONTROVERSIAL report has 
been finalised and made publicly 
available by East Devon District 
Council (EDDC). 

As previously reported, the EDDC 
Scrutiny and Overview Committee 
report - officially named Task and 
Finish Forum - Improving Ward 
Member Interaction With Planning 
Final Report September 2011 - 
appeared briefly on the EDDC 
website before being pulled off. 

Council officials said it was pulled 
off because it was merely a draft 
posted by mistake. 

There was more controversy when a 
member of the public, who wished to 
have a copy of the report, had a 
Freedom of Information Act request 
denied by EDDC. 

At that stage, Pulman’s View 
stepped in and published its copy of 
the controversial report online. 

Draft or not, the first version could 
have been described as a generous 
dose of friendly fire as the EDDC 
committee slated aspects of the 
EDDC planning department. 

Much of the criticism remains in the 
final report, but claims of “poor 
customer service” and “a conflict of 


interest” have been omitted and the 
respective sentences re-worded. 

The draft version, for example, said: 
“That the Interim Development 
Manager addresses the issue of poor 
customer care by issuing training and 
guidance where necessary.” 

The final version, however, 
reads: “That the Interim 
Development Manager addresses 
the issue of improving customer 
care by issuing training and 
guidance where necessary.” 

Another sentence in the draft read: 
“There is at times a conflict of 
interest and the Head of Economy is 
asked to refrain from offering advice 
unless it is specifically requested” 

The final version, though, says: 
“From a planning perspective it 
is acknowledged that a range of 
material considerations will need 
to be taken into account, and the 
chairman of the Development 
Committee will need to ensure that 
the scope of the advice is clear 
and members have been fully 
appraised of material points.” 

The report author, councillor Peter 
N Bowden said: “The Task and Finish 
Forum (TaFF) gave me and other 
members an opportunity to gain a 
much better understanding of how the 
planning service works, the 
information that is available through 


our website and the many 
improvements that have been made in 
recent years. 

“I believe that in the vast majority 
of cases an excellent service is 
provided to councillors, the 
community and applicants. 

“However there have been a small 
number of cases where councillors 
have not been as involved as they 
should have been. 

“This was a result of poor 
communication. 

“The TaFF has worked well with 
officers to find solutions to the 
concerns raised and I am happy that 
we have found workable solutions 
that when implemented will help us to 
further improve the planning service 
as part of our drive for continuous 
improvement. 

“The aim of the TaFF was to ensure 
that members play a full part in the 
planning process by engaging in a 
two-way dialogue with planning 
officers from start to finish. 

“That will make what is already 
acknowledged as a very good service 
even better.”

AXMINSTER Arts’ 3D Webster 
frontage model has been moved 
to the town’s railway station cafe. 

The aim is to provide a colourful 
mural in front of the dilapidated 
Webster complex’s main entrance, 
and the model was originally 
exhibited in the arts cafe. 

Axminster Arts revealed in October 
that local artist Steve Fisher had been 
recruited to design the model and lead 
the project. 

As previously reported, Axminster 
Arts has the permission of the 
dilapidated building’s owner to carry 
out the project, which needed to raise 
another £2,000 back in October. 

Tim Leat of Axminster Arts said: 
“This is an ideal chance to not only 
view [the model] but also to chat to 
Steve - who runs the [station] cafe — 
about his ideas and the considerable 
research into Axminster’s history he 


has already undertaken and which he 
plans to portray on the mural.” 

The model might be moved to 
another venue later this year, before 
returning to the arts cafe during 
January, by which time Mr Leat 
hopes to be able to report that all 
funding is in place for work to 
commence. 

The plan is to involve members of 
the public through a series of open 
workshops where anyone, regardless 
of ability, can turn up and paint part 
of the designed. 

The station cafe is open seven days 
a week from 7am-3pm Mondays to 
Saturdays and from 8.30am-3pm on 
Sundays.

Plans for 50 more homes 


RESIDENTS against 

development in Feniton have 
been dealt another blow after a 
second application for 50 homes 
was submitted. 

The application, put forward by 
Wainhomes (South West) Holdings 
Ltd, proposes to build 50 homes with 
associated roads, sewers, 
landscaping, parking and garages as 
well as provision of allotments, 
playing space and community 
building on land near Louvigny 
Close, off Station Road. 

This application comes as East 
Devon District Council (EDDC) will 
meet on Tuesday, December 6th to 


discuss plans for 120 homes on land 
opposite The Signals. 

The application, from Strategic 
Land Partnerships has been 
recommended for refusal by the 
development management 

committee. 

Residents are now being urged to 
attend the December 6th meeting, 
where members of the public will be 
given an opportunity to voice their 
concerns over the application. 

Hundreds of residents flooded 
EDDC with objections to the plans 
and it is expected the same will be 
done for the new application. 

Feniton Parish Council is holding a 
meeting tomorrow (Wednesday, 


November 30th) at 8pm in the 
village hall and is calling on all 
residents to attend. 

Andy Thompson, of the Fight For 
Feniton’s Future campaign, said: 
“The time has come to get behind 
our campaign as an application for 
50 houses behind Louvigny Close 
has been made. 

“Be in no doubt, the developers 
have got Feniton in their sights. 

“If villagers don’t want these 
houses they have to say no. 

“We need to support the parish 
council, attend meetings and offer 
them support. 

“Support can also been made at 
www.theffff.info.” 


Strikes close schools 


SCHOOLS across east Devon will 
be closed tomorrow, (Wednesday, 
November 30th) following 
decisions by unions to strike over 
Government changes to public- 
sector pension schemes. 

Public-sector unions argue that the 
modifications will mean they will be 
forced to work longer for less pay. 

Local schools currently scheduled 
to close on Wednesday are as follows: 
Colyton Primary, Ottery St Mary 
Primary, The King’s School, Feniton 
C of E Primary, Awliscombe C of E 
Primary, Offwell C of E Primary, 
Farway C of E Primary, Branscombe 
C of E Primary, Honiton Primary and 
Mill Water Community School. 

A full list can be found on the 
Devon County Council website 
www.devonschoolclosures.info. 


A statement released by the Axe 
Valley Learning Community (AVLC), 
comprising all headteachers in Axe 
Valley Schools, reads: “A 

headteacher’s first concern must 
always be the safety and well-being of 
pupils and the maintenance of order 
and discipline.” 

To make alternative arrangements, 
all headteachers have made every 
effort to find out in advance those 
members of staff who intend to strike. 

Although union members are not 
obliged to declare their intention to 
strike, the AVLC statement said: “The 
fact that many have already done so is 
a clear tribute to their 
professionalism.” 

Teaching unions are not the only 
ones who have voted for industrial 
action. 


Several public-sector unions, 
including Unite and Unison, have also 
voted to walk out. 

Workers from Devon County 
Council are not obliged to reveal 
whether or not they will be striking 
so it is not yet known to what extent 
other council services will be 
disrupted. 

A spokesman for EDDC said: “At 
this stage we are not in a position to 
know how strong support for the 
strike will be among union members 
but we will ensure that any service 
disruption is kept to a minimum.” 

Waste and recycling collections will 
not be disrupted because they are 
handled by external contractors.

Centre floor 
to be sprung? 

A HONITON councillor is calling 
for the town council to keep their 
options open and consider 
installing a sprung dance floor in 
the proposed community centre. 

Councillors met this month to 
discuss and resolve recommendations 
made by the community complex 
project group. 

Councillor Vivienne Ash raised 
concerns about removing plans for 
sprung flooring, which she feels is 
important for dance groups who may 
use the complex. 

Councillor Marianne Harman 
added: “I am very concerned about 
the lack of staging and not having 
sprung flooring may limit its possible 
use by community groups.” 

It was suggested that the council 
consult with dance groups in the area 
to find out if sprung flooring would be 
of use to them. 

Pulman’s View spoke to Lucie- 
Grace Wellsman, co-owner of East 
Devon Dance, who runs dance classes 
across east Devon, including in 
Honiton at the sports centre. 

She said: “Nobody has been in 
touch with us, despite the fact that we 
would be very likely to consider using 
the facilities at the proposed complex. 
Our preference would be for a sprung 
floor as it is better for our students 
and helps prevent injuries.”

Work hub will 
not be piloted

A WORK hub project will not be 
piloted in Axminster, Devon 
County Council (DCC) has 
announced — and it may not get 
off the ground at all in the town. 

It was in December last year that 
DCC announced it would gauge 
interest for work hubs in six towns — 
Axminster, Barnstaple, Totnes, 
Newton Abbot, Ilfracombe and 
Exmouth. 

Drop-in events were organised in 
each town and the message was also 
spread in other ways, including an 
online survey. 

A DCC spokesperson explained the 


concept by saying: “Work hubs make 
smart use of space, serving more 
businesses than a traditional office by 
allowing people to book a ‘hot desk’ 
closer to home as and when they need 
it. 

“This offers a more flexible 
working pattern for people in rural 
areas and market towns, staggering 
the rush hour and providing a better 
work-life balance and enhancing 
networking opportunities.” 

A drop-in information event was 
staged in Axminster on January 6th at 
Axe Valley Community College. 

But the interest expressed wasn’t 
big enough to qualify the town for a 
pilot project. 

A DCC spokesperson said on 
Wednesday, November 23rd: “The 


meeting in Axminster was part of our 
research to look at demand in the six 
market towns identified as probably 
having most demand for work hubs 
across Devon. 

“Totnes and Barnstaple came 
through as demonstrating most 
demand, hence their choice for pilot 
activity. 

“Once we have these hubs off the 
ground we will be looking to roll-out 
the network across Devon and, 
hopefully, including Axminster if 
someone wishes to come forward 
with a proposal in due course.”

MY recent comments concerning the severe 
decline in garden birds and the associated increase 
in sparrowhawks and magpies certainly struck a 
chord with several readers. 

Gill and John Crowe tell me that they have been 
undertaking a daily garden bird count for the British 
Trust for Ornithology (BTO) for many years and are 
horrified by the drop in small bird numbers over the past 
two years. 

A pair of sparrowhawks visit their garden daily and 
there are magpies, crows, jays, buzzards and grey 
squirrels in the fields bordering their property. In 2009 
the bird count for November 8th to 15th was 31 birds of 
13 different species, but for the same week of this year 
was 12 birds of eight species. 

Surely it is time, say the Crowes, for conservation 
groups to realise that, if action is not taken to control the 
number of predators, song birds will be a thing of the 
past. 

Vivienne Coates from Axminster has also noted the 
decline in garden birds and believes that cats have a part 
to play. 

She is also concerned by the increasing number of 
gulls in the town which create mess and noise. A sensible 
cull, she suggests, would be in order. 

I would be interested to hear the views of any other 
readers who have noticed a decline in garden birds and 
who, perhaps, can also offer some explanations for their 
loss. 

The RSPB seems to have gone strangely quiet on this 
issue, though doubtless they will emerge to tell us that 
raptors, predators and cats have absolutely nothing to do 
with the loss of song birds and that’s it’s all down to 
farmers and their pesticides! 

Incidentally, on another bird note, I’ve just heard that a 
brood of mallard ducklings have hatched on the wetland 
at Seaton. There is, I suppose, a faint chance they might 
survive the cold weather if it arrives, but doubtless 
they’ll be picked off by crows and foxes. 

Now here is something different. Story-teller Clare 
Viner, who has been gathering local stories from the 
Blackdown Hills area for several years, now wants to 
assemble them into a book. 

“I’d love to hear from anyone who can tell me a tale 
from the Blackdowns. Whether it’s a complete story or a 
fragment, or just an interesting saying. It could be an 
ancient myth, or it might be something remembered 
from more recent times and which I could work into the 
book,” she says. 

The book will include a map to enable readers to visit 
the places where the stories were born, and when it is 
complete it will be available from local bookshops and 
other outlets. Clare can be contacted on 01395 577016 
or by email at clareviner@google.com. 

Now, how would you like to take part in creating a new 
wood? On Saturday, December 3rd you can join the 
Dorset Wildlife Trust and Dorset Countryside team to 
help make a new woodland by planting 500 native trees 
which will be added to Horselynch Plantation near 
Weymouth. Oak, ash, hazel and hawthorn will all be 
planted in mitigation for land lost during the 
construction of the Weymouth Relief Road and the 
Lorton Meadows nature reserve will double in size, 
linking to Lodmoor Nature Reserve and Country Park. 

The Community Tree Planting event will be from 
10am to 3pm at the northern end of Horselynch 
Plantation, known locally as Teddy Bear Woods. All 
equipment, including tools, gloves and, of course, trees, 
will be provided. The nearest parking is in Louviers 
Road, near Top club, Littlemoor, and simply follow the 
arrows to the planting site. The site can also be accessed 
on foot from Southdown Avenue, following the footpath 
to Lodmoor/Southdown fields and up the hill towards 
Lodmoor.

The on-set diary and memoir of third 
assistant director Colin Clark revealed 
that Monroe consistently turned up late 
on set, driving Olivier to the brink of 
madness as the production fell 


woefully behind schedule. 

While fellow cast members, 
including Dame Sybil Thorndike 
looked on, the director and his leading 
lady clashed, and Clark, just 23 at the 
time and fresh out of Oxford, became 
a go-between, winning the trust of the 
emotionally fragile starlet.

the AMG version of its M-Class 
SUV. 

The ML63 AMG uses its latest 5.5- 
litre turbocharged V8 engine to offer 
a giant 518bhp and 5161b.ft of torque 
(with an optional upgrade to 549bhp 
and 5611b.ft), resulting in 

performance figures of 4.8 seconds 
for the 0-62mph sprint and a limited 
top speed of 155mph.
